Winter Driving 


It had to happen. The summertime-like tem ­ 
peratures recorded locally during the first portion of 
November 
gave 
way 
to 
heavier-than-normal 
snowfalls. 
The accumulated snow led to a rash of local ac­ 
cidents. While no serious injuries were recorded, the 
fact that driving conditions have changed calls for the 
need to adjust motoring habits. 
More than anything else, being prepared is the best 
course of action. This involves both driving abilities 
and the condition of the vehicle. 
Many of the good driving habits come only with 
experience, although having the proper procedures in 
mind is a good first step to take towards getting ready 
for winter driving. 
Officials of the Safe Winter Driving League suggest 
motorists “know what to expect and then expect the 
worst.” 
With the wide variety of driving conditions that 
abound during the winter months, caution is the one 
catchword that really ties together what is needed for 
the driver. 
Longer hours of darkness necessitate the need for 
using headlights more of the time. 
The increased need for lights and other portions of 
the car that are placed under heavier stress during 
cold months also points out the need for proper 
maintenance. 
Some suggestions given by winter-driving experts 
include equiping your car with proper tires with good 
treads and possibly snow chains. Checking the 
radiator, electrical system, hoses and wipers is also 
suggested. 
Another 
suggestion 
involves 
keeping 
an 
“emergency kit” in the trunk. This should include a 
shovel, container of sand or rock salt, a tow chain, 
battery booster cables and emergency flares and 
lights. 
These suggestions, combined with some “common 
sense” ideas could prevent an accident, or at least 
lessen the extent of one. 
Sol e of the “basics” for winter driving include: 
cleaning lights regularly since a barely visible film on 
the lenses could decrease lighting power by up to 25 
per cent, and increasing distances between cars on 
the ro a d so that ample room for maneuvering or 
stopping is allowed. 
One of the primary guidelines for winter drivers is 
to pump brakes to slow or stop. Another important 
rule is that if a skid starts, steer in the direction of the 
skid—if the rear slides to the left, then steer to the 
left 
Whether driving in the winter or summer, the use of 
seatbelts in another “basic” that can help save lives. 
A combination of being cautious and using some 
standard driving tricks can help winter motorists 
during the next few months. 
No matter how much snow falls in Rush County 
then, motorists can be prepared—no matter what.

D em ocratic 
State 
Central 
Com mittee 
spokesman 
said. 
“ At those precinct caucuses, if 
a candidate has greater than 15 
per cent support among those 
in attendance, he is entitled to 
a delegate to the county and 
district conventions.” 
That puts the burden on the

o rg an izatio n s 
to 
mobilize their forces as early 
as possible. Work already has 
begun 
to 
turn 
out 
each 
candidate’s maximum support 
for the precinct caucuses, even 
though the caucuses will not 
actually choose delegates to go 
to the national convention in 
New York next July 12.

Poison pens, doctored cigars, 
exploding seashells...these are 
but a few examples of the 
CIA’s ingenuity. And if the CIA 
has been doing it, you can bet 
secret intelligence organizations 
elsewhere have been sim ilarly 
engaged.

tee of the Soviet Politburo has
